FROM  OUR  CHAIRI'IAIT,  Helva  J,  Dwyer? 

A-RLIS/M  meeting  IIT  DETROIT,  JAN,  21-26,1974 

The  ARLIS/ITA  meeting  was  held  in  conjunction  with  the  College  Art  Assoc- 
iation when,  it  laet  in  Detroit  in  January.  Although  the  iulLIS/NA  meetings  occupied 
onlj''  the  first  3  days  of  the  conference,  sessions  of  the  Slides  and  Photographs  group 
occupied  the  other  days.  Therefore,  a  full  week  of  rather  meaningful  meetings  vras 
available  besides  the  various  sessions  of  College  Art  v.'hich  would  appeal  to  a  number 
of  librarians. 

There  Mere   ten  Canadian  art  librarians  present  among  the  more  than  150 
members  of  A}iLI3/KA.  This  representation  was  interesting,  since  it  pointed  out  two 
or  three  of  cur  problems.  Although  Canada  was  represented  from  coast  to  coast, 
Vancouver  to  Halifax,  there  were  several  provinces  vjith  no  representation  and  most 
with  only  one.  The  figure  ten  seems  to  be  almost  a  magic  one  as  far  as  Canadian  art 
librarians  are  concerned.   It  is  the  largest  international  conference  or  national 
conference  gathering  feasibly  possible.   It  v/ould  appear  that  other  Canadian  librarians 
who  are  members  of  ARLIS/lLn.  or  CLA/c^iSLIs/Art  Libraries  Committee  find  difficulty 
in  funding  and/or  attending  anything  other  than  local  meetings.   If  this  is  true, 
perhaps  we  should  consider  having  as  complete  a  local  representation  as  possible  at 
the  CLA/CASLIS  meeting  time.  The  meeting  of  ivRLIS/NA  will  provide  the  international 
and  even  national  approach  for  those  of  us  who  can  get  funding  to  attend  its  anr.ual 
conference  presently  being  held  in  conjunction  with  College  Art  A.ssociation. 

To  try  to  develop  this  two  pronged  approach,  I  am  planning  to  havu  a  meeting 
of  the  CLA/CASLIS/Art  Libraries  Committee  in  June  when  CLA  meets  in  V/innipeg.  Peter 
Anthony,  librarian  at  the  University  of  i-Ianitoba  Art  and  Architecture  Library,  is 
helping  with  local  arrangements.   I  have  also  invited  Judith  Hoffberg,  founder  and  first 
chairman  of  AKLIS/NA  to  be  present,  Peter  and  I  hope  that  the  June  meeting  will  appeal 
to  some  of  our  members  who  have  not  been  able  to  go  to  Detroit  but  who  are  members 
of  CLa/CASLIS.  Ve  also  hope  that  some,  who  are  members  of  ARLIS/NA  only  will  plan 
to  attend  to  meet  \i±th   a  purely  Canadian  group.  V/e  feel  that  there  are  definitely 
some  problems  in  Art  Librnries  which  are  Canadian  and  that  can  best  be  solved  by 
retaining  a  Canadian  identity  in  some  xmy. 

I  would,  therefore,  urge  that  those  of  you  who  are  able  to  do  so,  give 
serious  consideration  to  attending  CLt\/CiiSLIs/Art  Libraries  Committee  when  it  meets 
in  V/innipeg,  June  21-23.   Details  of  program  etc.  will  bo  so^nt  out  later.  At 
present,  a  meeting  is  scheduled  for  Sunday  afternoon,  June  23, 
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Across  the  country,  Fine  Arts  librarians  are  finding  opportunities  to  meet 
together  locally  and  informally.  For  example: 

Meeting  of  TRIUL  (Three  University  Libraries  -  University  of  B.C.,  Simon  Fraser 
University,  University  of  Victoria)  Humanities  Librarians  in  Vancouver, 
December  14,1973 

This  informal  get-together  of  the  3  universities  humanities  librarians 
offered  an  opportunity  of  bringing  local  fine  arts  librarians  together.   Sensibly,  the 
group  was  expanded  to  include  Fine  Arts  librarians  from  Vancouver  Public  Library  and 
Vancouver  Art  Gallery,  The  group  discussed  a  proposed  publication  "Visual  Resources" 
of  libraries  in  the  area,  problems  of  book  mutilation  and  the  idea  of  librarians 
putting  pressure  on  art  publishers  to  improve  binding,  etc.
